The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons. The inventions lack a 
special technical feature because the composition of claim 33/35/38 was known in the 
prior art. Gupta-Bansal et al. (US 20020015701) teaches the claimed pharmaceutical 
composition of ovalbumin and IgG anti ovalbumin (see [0111]) wherein the recitation of 
an intended use carries no patentable weight in the instant product claim. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows. 

If applicant elects invention I: 

a) A method of treating immune thrombocytopenia or inflammatory arthritis. 

b) A method wherein the administered agent is a conjugate or unconjugated 
antibody and antigen. 

c) A method wherein the antigen is foreign or endogenous.
